The only absolutely satisfactory fruit 
crop this year is grapes, This crop 
is twenty-five her cent. gregter than last 
year. The increase of grapes for

But You Had Better Sleep With Your 
Clothes On—A Veicanic Visitation 
ne Traditions.

Parzouano, Mexico, July 25, 1886.— 
Jorullo is only twenty-four miles from 
Ario, a pleasant road leading to the 
hamlet of La Plaza, which lies at the 
base of the famous volcano. For several 
miles the country is gently rolling, dot- 
ted with fine groves of oak and pine; 
then a dense forest ia reached, after 


country.’’ Bananas and indigo plants 
grow wild here—the latter a bush 
about four feet high, with leaf re- 
sembling a fern; and fields of sugarcane 
are on every side. We pass several 
primitive sugar mills, where the cane 
is put into an ox-hide hopper and run 
through wooden follers, thé motive 
power being a yoke of oxen attached to 
a long shaft, as in a horse whim. 

The village of Puerta de la Plaza is 
hardly extensive enough to deserve so 
high-sounding a name, for it contains 
only about a dozen cane-stalk huts,

Notwithstanding its horrors, the 
tourist who wishes to visit Jorullo must 
pass the night here—but few can truth- 
fully say that they slept at La Plaza, 
either at the residence of Senor de Vega 
or in one of the viper-infested huts. 
At the first glimmer of dawning (about 
3:30 a. m. in this latitude) one should 
set out for the volcano, in order to reach 
the summit before the sun becomes too 
hot. The ascent of the mountain begins 
only about three miles distant, by a 
trail that leaves the main road leading 
to Acapulco and winds over a barren 
plateau covered with boulders of black 
scoriaceous basalt. Horses can be 
ridden to within half a mile of the 
summit, and a native guide can be hired 
tor half a dollar. 44 

Previous to the year 1759, as far back 
as the memory of man or his traditions 
extend, this now barren district of Jo- 
rullo (pronounced Hors-rod-yo) was 
one of the most beautiful and fertile 
portions of Michoacan—the very gar- 
den of Mexico. The nearest volcano 
(that of Colmia) has 120 miles sway, 
and the quiet inhabitants, with 
their smiling farms and flower- 
embowered casas, had no thought 
of danger in the 1 valley. Late 
in June of the above-mentioned year, 
subterranean noises began to be heard, 
which died away as suddenly and mys- 
teriously as they came, but returned at 
frequent intervals. For three months 
this surprising phenomenon continued, 
greatly to the consternation of the sim - 
ple inhabitants, who believed it to be 
the work of an angry God, brought 
about by the 

MALEDICTIONS OF THE CAPUCHING, 
who had established a mission at the 
near-by hamlet of San Pedro, but had 
failed to receive hospitable treatment 
from the Indians. Accordingly the 
pronounced anthemas upon the 
valley, predicting that, unless the people 
embraced the faith of the Capuchins, 
their houses should be destroyed by 
flames that would issue from the earth, 
and that afterwards the air would 
become so cold that eternal ice and 
snow would take the place of perpetual 
summer. Whether the enraged monks 
really did hit upon such a remarkable 
prophecy, it is certain that a tradition 
of it still remains: and so much of this 
malediction has been realized that the 
natives of to-day already see in the 


gradual cooling ef the new-born moun- | “epe/uaje 


tain a of Arctic coldness, 
Through July and August of 1759 a 
succession of earthquakes, at irregular 
intervals, shook the earth so terribly 
that several times the inhabitants fled 
in consternation. But finally all re- 
mained quiet for several weeks, and the 
people resumed their usual avocations, 
believing that the curse of the Oapuchins 
had spent its force. At exactly the 
point where the great volcano now 
stands was formerly a thick forest of 
guava trees, from whose delicious 
‘fruit the natives made and exported a 
sort of sweetmeat similar to the modern 
guava jelly. On that fatal 28th of Sep- 
tember (nearly 180 years ago) all the 
laborers from the canaverales, sugar- 
cane fields of the rich Hacienda de San 
Pedro, which occupied all the new vol- 
canic region, went out to gather the 
guava fruit. | to the haci- 
enda at evening, they were astonished 
to find that their garat huts 
of woven straw were covered 
with ashcs! Afterwards it was 
learned that fissures had already opened 
in what is now known as the Mai Pais 
(bad lands), at the foot of the high 
basaltic dome called El Cuiche, which 
threw out this volcanic sign before any 
changes had been observed to; take 
place on the plain. So rapidly did the 
rain of black ashes increase, that before 
midnight the whole valley was covered

San Faanciusco, Jaly 30.—Senator 
Stanford hes been heard from on the 
irrigation question, and the old man“ 
states his position practically and in the 
most positive terms. It is a little sur- 
prising that he acted so promptly in the 
matter, for the Stanfordian policy is, 
undoubtedly, never to do to morrow 
what he can put off until next week. 
His whole public and official life is 
evidence of his reversal of poor Rich- 
ard’s maxim, and as Mr. Stanford has 
invariably succeeded, while thousands 
have failed who acted hastily because 
the late Ben. Franklin ground out a 
series of saws which an enthusiastic 


bat non-thinking constituency accepted 
as the very essence of wisdom. He 
uttered three; viz., ‘‘Never put off until 
to-morrow what you can do to-day;’’ 
‘‘Delays are dangerous, and ‘‘Three 
removes are as expensive as paying 
rent. Gov. Stanford has demonstrated 
that the first two are hog-wash, while 
thousands who have moved three 
or four times. would rather 
repeat the list than have a fire 
when they were not insured. If Ben- 
jamin Franklin lived to-day, he would 
advise travellers to take the gravel train 
if itcame along this evening and the 
passenger train did not arrive until to- 
morrow. Ben’s maxims might have 
been good enough foz the time in which 
he lived, but they are impractical in 
these fast days. 

Itis evident that Haggin and Oarr 
and other appropriators have acted on 
the Ben. Franklin maxim that ‘‘delays 
are dangerous, and never put off 
until to-morrow what you can do to- 
day, by their rushing into the special 
session and attempting to do ina few

inches. In many places the air was 
still so heated in the vicinity of the 
Hornitos that it was necessary to turn 
away from one’s proposed courses; and, 
inthe interior of most of then, we 
heard a rushing noise, like the fall of 
water. When Barhart visited the place, 
24 years later, be found that none of 
the ovens were then smoking, their 
temperature, in most oases, being near- 
ly that of the surrounding atmesphere, 
while many of them had lost all regu- 
larity of form by heavy rains and mete- 
oric influences. 

The main volcano of Jorullois pear- 
shaped, and the outlet of its crater is 
on the north side. The cone is covered 
with loose black ashes, in which a few 
stunted bushes are growing, and its 
average slope is forty-five degrees. 
The traveler can easily make the cir- 
cuit of the crater, which is only about 
six miles in circumference, its diameter 
from north to south being 500 yards; 
and he may even descend 500 feet to the 
bottom of the mouth of the volcano. A 
number of clefts and fumaroles are 
found in the edge of the crater, 
in which the mean temperature of 
escaping gas and sulphurous acid gas is 
132 degrees Fahr. he border is 
fringed with the tallest grass I ever saw 
in Mexico, a few coarse ferns, and 
the native trees 
ö and changuno. It is said 
that deer are abundant in these strange 
solitudes, and that occasionally a puma, 
or mountain lion, is seen—but we found 
ne trace of animal life, not even a bird 


or vagraut coyote. The rocks of Jo- 


rullo are not uniform ia texture or com- 
position, varying in color from black 
and red to grey and white. Bluish ba- 
salt, containing olivine, occurs near the 
bottom of the water, while whitish-grey 
trachyte forma the greater part of it— 
the latter rock traversed with a few 
small veins of sulphur. The inner 
walls slant rapidly and are covered with 
masses of talus, containing sharp frag- 
ments of red and bluck rocks, On the 
north side of the mountain is an im- 
ménse stream of lava of a dark red 
color, owing to the oxidation of the iron 
in the rock, and looking like the slag 
of a furnace. Although no 
eruption has occurred here for more 
thana hundred years, the volcano is 
still in a semi active state, as shown by 
the heat of the crater walls, the emis- 
sion of sulphurous gas and the fre- 
quency of earthquakes, all indicating 
that another stream of lava may flow 
from Jorullo at any time. In March of 
1883 an earthquake was perceptible at 
Ario, and cra were formed in the 
ground ten miles distant. Shocks are 
often felt as far away as Morelia—60 
miles, and everybody has heard of the 
recent grand eruption of Oolimas’ vol- 
dodano, 120 miles to the southward. 
The view from the summit of the 
burning mountain is magnificent, if the 
traveler is not too nervous to enjoy it. 
Westward, the Sierra Madres stretch 
away as far as the eye can reach, the 
colossal snow-capped volcano of Colu- 
nia bounding the horizon. On the 
other side, that pictugesque mountain 
called The Mansion of the Fathers, 
is conspicuous, with the grassy plain, 
forty-five miles wide, spread out before 
it. Looking northward, one sees the 
sugar-cane fields and banana groves of 
Tijamanil, whose bright verdure looks 
brighter, contrasted with the greater 
part of the desert landscape. 

Not far away is the famous palm-tree 
hacienda of Jorullo—the largest of its 
kind in Mexico—which ds an in- 
come of not less than $10,000 per an- 
num. The chief industry of the na- 
tives hereabonts consists in collecting

I was informed by Mr. Huntington 
and Mr. Crocker some three months 
ago—what Gov.

These gentlemen also informed me 
that the most careful investigation of 
the subject, embracing all the public 
and private surveys, and surveys and 
examination made by the railway, had 
demonstrated that there was not suffi- 
cient water in the flowing streams 
to practically insure the irrigation of 
all of the territory in the dry seasons, 
and that extensive reservoirs would 
necessarily have to be constructed in 
order to insure a -sufficient supply of 
water for all seasons. 

No one doubts the financial ability of 
the railway syndicate to have raised 
sufficient funds to carry a projeet 
of this kind to completion; but it can 
be said, totbe credit of these gentle- 
men, that they had the good sense to 
see that the people of California would 
not tolerate the control of these waters 
by any private concern, and as they 
were interested more in the develop- 
ment of that territory than any other 
single party of individuals, the 
railway people necessarily advo- 
cated the only policy which has 
ever had any reasonable show of gen- 
eral success, They are now working 
for local freights rather than revenues 
from sale of land, and the whole infiu- 
ence of this powerful corporation will 
therefore be found in this fighton the 
side of the small land-owners. Of 
course, they are building up the land- 
owner to-day, in order to tax him on 
freights to-morrow; but by the time to- 
morrow’s freight comes on, the com- 
peting line of railway will stretch its 
length down these valleys, and prove 
itself the protector of the small far- 
mers, who might otherwise be victims.

in Los Angeles. 


THE BUCKEYE DELEGATION’S OVATION. 


| 
More Siow Trains, but All Here at Last— 


Arriving and Departing Crowds-A 
Triumphal Reception—Notes. 


Yesterday continued the gala oo 


| of the Grand Army visit to Los Angeles. 


The enjoyment of hosts and guests has 
been daily growing and intensifying. 
Short as has been the time allowed the 
delegation here, it has been sufficient to 
fill them with enthusiastic appreciation of 


the Queen of the Southern Coast, and of 


the cordial hospitality of her people. 
The universal sentiment which has found 
expression from the visitors, not only in 
formal compliments, but as well in their 
chat among themselves, has been one of 


absolute delight. They are glad they 


came this way, glad they stopped in Los 
Angeles, and sorry for nothing in the 


world except that they couldn’t be longer 
with us. The people of Los Angeles have 
done their part nobly, and the visitors 
say they have nowhere met se royal 
a welcome. All day yesterday the streets 
were lively with visiting veterans and 
their families, under the guidance of resi- 
dent friends. Every obtainable convey- 
ance was utilized, and scores of parties 
were improving their scant opportunity 
to see the most of the city and its sur- 
roundings. Large numbers patronized 
the Los Angelez and San Gabriel Valley 
Railroad trains and admired the “Crown 
of the Valley.“ Hundreds of others hied 
to Santa Monica, aud enjoyed a roll in the 
soft Pacific surf. It was emphatically a 
day of enjoyment. It was astonishing to 
nete how many of the visitors expressed 
their determination to dispose of their 
belongings in the East and settle among 
us.as soon as possible to perfect their ar- 
rangements. 
| ANOTHER INVOICE, 

Yesterday morning the first train of the 
series which had switched off at Oolton 
and gone to San Diego, reached Los An- 
geles. It contained the Dakota, Indiana, 
Iowa and Minnesota people, and glad 
they were to get here. They did“ the 
city as thoroughly as they could in so 
limited a stay, and in the afternoon went 
down to Santa Monica fora salt dip. Re- 
turning at 10 p. m., they started off, an 
hour later, for the North. They had a 
glorious time here, and carried away 
countless pleasant memories. 

THE OHIO DELEGATION. | 

It was anticipated that the Ohio dele- 
gation, which went down to San Diego 
from Colton, would get here about 9 
o’clock yesterday morning. But the day 
wore away without them, and it was not 
until 6:30 p. m. that the tired watchers at 
the depot were rewarded by seeing the 
train came around the curve from the 
south. It was a fine train, too—ten 
sleepers, an emigrant and a baggage car, 
with appropriate bannera and legends 
stretched along the sides. The new- 
comers were received with open arms. 
Delegations from Stanton and Frank 
Bartlett Posts were on hand, with the 
lively drum-corps of the Young Men's 
Republican Olub, a reception committee 
from the Ohio Union of Los Angeles, and 
a lot of other Ohioans. 
| HERE AT LAST. 

Thus, after a series of tedious and 

annoying delays en route from San Diego, 
the long looked for Buckeyes were at 
last within our gates. The delegates, 
being somewhat tired and a good deal 
disgusted with their railroad experience, 
were not ina mood to march up from 
the depot, and accordingly were packed“ 
up in hacks, carriages and street cars. 
Arrived at the ball, they were met 
with the utmost cordiality by the hos- 
pitable ladies in attendance, and by all, 
and a good lunch was properly served to 
the hungry visitors before anything was 
done in the way of projecting speeches 
and things at them. 
Lunch over, the assembled guests and 
hosts were called to order by Col. H. G. 
Otis, acting on behalf of the Ohio Union, 
and three rousing cheers were proposed 
for and given to the veteran visitors, and 
three more for Col. A. L. Oonger, Com- 
mander of the Ohio Department of the 
Grand Army. 

Then 495-pound watermelon was pre- 
sented to him—just to convince him that 
such two-story-and-mansard-roof vegeta- 
ble structures could be erected in Los Au- 
geles county -a fact which Col. Oonger had 
expressed some doubt about when he was 
confronted with the statement back at 
Barstow. The watermelon had been 
brought into court by the Hutton Broth- 


ers, as evidence with which overthrow 
the doubting Buckeye, and it 
accomplished the object “by a 
large majority.“ Colonel Oonger, 


in accepting the massive and saccharine 
sandilla, surrendered unconditionally to 
the ocular evidence of the possibilities of 
the g. o. and soil of O, and, besides, 
made a handsome speech expressing in 
graphic and grateful terms the feelings of 
himself and comrades toward the people 
of Los Angeles for the reception tendered 
Col. Conger was cheered to the 
echo. 

He was followed by ex-Lieutenant- 
Governor John 0. Lee, of Toledo, who 
made a rousing short speech, which 
brought down the house and caused Oom- 
rade Lee to be forthwith rated asa ‘‘rat- 
ting good speaker.“ He, too, hand- 
somely expressed the appreciation of him- 
self and associates of the hospitality of 
Los Angeles people. 

Judge O'Neill, of Lebanon, ‘was then 
called out, and made a short and telling 
speech, which was received with applause. 


Major Anderson, the Big Inſun“ of 


‘the Jayhawkers, made a very humorous 
‘and enjoyable speech. 

He was followed by Rev. F. CO’ Warner, 
D. D., of Chattanooga, Tenn., a veteran 
and a former army chaplain, who made a 
very eloquent and happy speech, contain- 
ing thrilling references to the sqgnes of 
strife on the bloody fields of the South, 
through which the embattled Daion hosts 
had marched and fought. Hs made an 
earnest plea for the new South, and for 
the holding of the next National Encam 
ment at Nashville, and retired am 
cheers.
